Scarlet  Fever  has  been  more  prevalent  than  last  year,  and  nearly  all 
the  cases  have  been  of  a  mild  character.  It  has  extended  all  over  the 
district,  so  that  it  is  difficult  to  account  for  it.

Diseases  Hospital.

Influenza  has  been  prevalent  in  the  district,  during  the  year,  in  a 
very  mild  form. 

They  get  reduced  very  slowly  ;  21  have  been  removed. 

Council  to  the  great  want  of 
new  bye-laws  as  to  the  building  of  new  houses.

Houses. 


1  produce  a  sample  of  dried  mud  which  is  being  used  for  mortar  in  t  he 
houses  building  in  Davis  Street. 

Some  of  the  houses  are  being  built  where"  privies  and  ash-pits  existed 
previously,  yet  no  other  precaution  has  been  taken  but  just  the  same  as  if 
it  were  virgin  soil. 


There  are  no  roads  to  these  houses,  and  the  poor  children,  some  of  them 
not  too  well  shod,  have  to  go  to  school  and  sit  there  all  day  with  wet  feet. 

I  have  had  complaints  made  to  me  about  the  roads. 

I  think  this  Shyloek  business  ought  to  be  put  an  end  to,  on  the  part 

of  the  landlord. 

Again,  a  rather  ridiculous  thing  exists.  A  great  many  down-come 
pipes  are  fixed  over  the  floor  ventilators,  consequently,  the  foundation 
becomes  soaked  with  rain. 

T  reported  to  the  Council  my  visit  to  West  Hartlepool ;  that  I  had 
seen  a  case  of  tubercolosis  in  a  beast,  which  would,  without  a  doubt,  have 
been  sold  to  the  public  if  it  had  been  slaughtered  in  a  private  place.
